WaAsHINGTON, September 4.—Colonel Cash,

In 
Short, they want federal patronage as oue of

Nothing 
definite in this direction can be dune until the 
It is understood that (ren- 
eral Mabone has been admonished ayainst 
placing the federal officers of Virginia too 
prominently forward in the pending cam- 
paigen, as it is contrary to the spirit of exist- 
ing law and tlie’ manifest temper oi the peo- 
ple.”

ELECTORAL PLANS, 

With regard to elecroral tickets, it is said 
two plans are suzgested by these men. They 
may be calléd the Virginia plan and the 
Mississippi plan. The Virginia, or Mahone 
plan, contemplates a headless electoral ticket. 
The Mississippi or Chalmers plan, proposes 
an electoral ticket to be composed of inde- 

ndents and republicans jointly. The Ma- 

one theory is that the readjuster party can 
wield the most influence by selecting electors 
who will not be cummitted to any presiden- 
tial candidate, but who will reserve their 
yotes in the joint convention and. 
cast them for the candidate who 
it seems likely will be of the most benefit to 
the readjuster party. This plan would not 
even coutemplate a pledge irom the electors 
that they should not vote for the regular 
democratic candidate for president. It con- 
templates not only retaining in Mahone the 
vast power which he has over the politics of 
Virginia, but, which, in the very possible 
contingency of a very small majority in the 
electoral college might permit the Virginia 
electors to determine whe should be president 
of the. United States. Such a plan, if it could 
be successfully carried out, would unques- 
tionably give the readjuster electors enor- 
mous influence as the balance of power, and 


. would enable therm to make almost any terms 


they wished with the candidate who would 


, owe his success to their votes. 


The Cnalmers plan proposes that the elec- 
toral ticket shail be composed jointly of :nde- 
pendents and republicans, and that in the 


states where, for instance, there are nine elec-, 


tors, five of them shall be independents and 
four republicans. The electors on this joint 


ticket would be required to give their solemn 


obligation to vote under no cireunisiances for 
the regular democratic candidate for presi- 
dent. Aside from that no restrictions would 
be placed upon them. The republican elec- 
tors would be permitted to vote for the 
republican candidate for.president, and 
the independent ,electors would  bave 
their canvass made _  in_ behalf _— of 
‘some such independent candidate as David 
Davis, there being always the reservation 
that, if the votes of these independent electors 
*should be necessary to defeat the democrat, 
they should be cast for the republican. It is 
urged that the chief advantage of sucha 
ticket would be to enable a very large part of 
the white vote of the south to break away 
from the reguiar democratic party without 
seeming to be directly supporting the old re- 
publican party, whicb, as such, could not be 
expected to command the white vote of the 
south. It is claimed for this plan that it was 
practiced by the Breckenridge ticket in New 
Jcr ey with success. 
WHAT GENERAL CHALMERS SAYS.

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THE FRENCH PRETENDER 


THER COUNT DE PARIS POSING IN 
VIENNA, | 


His Call Upon the Emperor of Austria—Mimic Ac-« 
tions on the Stai:sceps—The Cogitations of the 
“Royal Pair ae They Stand wit Ciasped 
Hands—Toe O:'d World Ganerally, 


Paris, September 4.—Our Vienna corres- 
pondent sends the following: Tne attention 
of the Viennese has been diverted from the 
electric exposition by the coup de -theatre 
with which the emperor took occasion to wel- 
come the Comte de Paris as chef de la maison 
de France. As the Comte de Paris was en- 
joying a quiet midday luncheon at the Hotel 
Imperial, preparatory to making a visit to 
the emperor at.2 o'clock, a clattering of hoofs 
and the clanking of sabre scabbards of the 
entire syuadron of the Imperial IHungarian 
Hussar bodyguard, in full gala uniform, with 
the tell-beron feather, leopard-skin pelisse, 
scarlet trousers, and white dolmans, indica- 
ted that the emperor had 
ticipated -the Comte de Paris’ visit. The 
emperor wore the neat uniform of a colonel 
of the Austrian infantry. The Marquis de 
Beauvoir and Captain Morhain at once de- 
scended to the courtyard to receive the em- 
peror, who mounted rapidly tothe apartment 
of the Comte de Paris. The interview lasted 
halfan hour, and was of the most cordial 
character. As the emperor took his leave, 
the Comte de Paris was about to descend one 
step of thestairway, thereby meaning to. in- 
dicate that he considered bimself. merely as 
heir to the monarchy and not as a soyereigh 
or pretender. This the emperor audroitly pre- 
vented by quickly remounting the step, and, 
holding the Comte de Paris cordialiy but 
firmly by the hand, he bowed, and, turning 
upon his heel, he rapidly withdrew.. 

| A VISIT ‘fo THE EMPEROR. 

At two o'clock tue Comte de Paris returned 
the visitac the burg. i. che courtyard were 
drawn up in full uniform the famous Traban- 
tine Guard, under General: Count Neipperg; 
the German Guard, under Baron Koller; and 
the Hungarian Garde du Corp, under Feld- 
zeugmeister Fratricsevics, As the Comte de 
Paris drove through the arched gateway at- 
tended by the Orleans princes wearing the 
order of the Golden Fleece, trumpets and 
drums sounded the impressive Hapsburg roy- 
al Salute; the cavalry and infantry, under the 
prince of Taurn and Taxis, presented their 


arms, and the imperial standards were 
lowered to the ground, Sentinels 
of the Trabantine Guard, in 


quaint medieval uniform, lined the corridors 
from the entrance to the burg to the empe- 
ror’s state reception room, in the third story, 
each sentry saluting as the Comte de Paris 
passed by. The visit lasted about half an 
hour. Whenthe Comte de Paris withdrew 
the troops rendered the same honors as on 
his arrival. It maj be observed that the 
Count de Paris has not, as reported, assumed 
the name of Philippe VII., nor that of Louis 
Philippe II., but he signs his name simply 
“Pailippe, Comte de Paris.’’ He has, how- 
ever, discarded the armorial bearings Sf the 
cadet branch—namely: three fleurs-de-lis in 
an azure field. Vienna is full of French roy- 
alists. The floral wreaths for the funeral of 
the Comte de Chambord, in number and 
beauty surpass description, and fleurs-de-lis 
can only be obtained at fabulous -prices, 
Several groups of French reyalists heid 


lutions were adopted declaring in favor cf the 
Count de Paris as the successor of Count de 
Chambord. Une of the resolutions is signed 
by the Count de Rochefoucauld, and em- 
presses devotion to the principlesof the mon- 
archy,and welcome the Count:de Paris as the 
head of the house of Orleans. Another reso- 
lution, signed by the Baron de Larienty, rec- 
ogpizes the Count de Paris as the representa- 
tive of those principles. No address was 
sent to the Countess de Chambord, 
BURIAL OF DECHAMBQRD, 

Govtz, September 4—An .American gen- 
eral was among the foreign representatives at 
the funeral of Count de Chambord. ‘The flag 
of the Pontifical Zouaves tloated on the fun- 
eral ear. Oa the-arrival of tae cortege at the 
cathedral the body was placed on a targe cat- 
afalque, and the archbishop celebrated mass. 
The cortege reformed and amid the tolling of 
bells started for the monastery of Custague 
Vizza. When it arrived atthe monastery the 
monks chanted a dirge, and the coffin was 
carried into the building. The company then 
dispersed, 

THE DUTCH HELD RESPONSIBLE, 

Tae Haave, September 4.—The condition 
of the district. of Lampang, in Sumaira, is 
terrible, and everything in the district fora 
distance of five leagues inland has been de- 
stroyed. Thousands of dead are lying on the 
ground, and thus it is impossible to approach 
them for their interment because of the 
natives being furiously angered against the 
Datchmen, whom they hold responsible for 
the calamity on account of the Achean war. 

Tne governor of the Dutch Kast Indies tel- 
egraphs thatthe town ,of Telokbelong was 
probably totally destroyed by the recent vol- 
canic eruptions. The dist:ict in which that 
town is situated is entirely inaccessible, as 
the roads have been obliterated. Nothing 
has been heard from Lampong, on the south- 
ern coast of Sumatra. Some of the light- 
houses in the straits are standing, but the 
lights are extinct. The reports of the de- 
struction of Tjiringire by a tidal wave and 
the drowning of 10,000 people there is con- 
firmed. 

MCDERMOIT IN COURT.. 

LIVERPOOL, September 4.—James McDer- 
mout, who was arrested on suspicion of having 
been connected with the dynamite conspira- 
cy, was brought before the courtagain to-day, 
and was further remanded to jail at the request 
of counsel for the prosecution, who stated 
that a pocket-book found among the prisoner's 
effects contained very important entries, but 
their nature was not indicated. McDermott 
complained to the judge as an American Citi- 
zen that he was subjec.ed to very harsh treat- 
ment, and stated that he was not even aware 
of the nature of the charges against him,

Beruin, September 4.—Seventeen men, 
eighteen women and four children were kill- 
ed in therailroad catastrophe at Steglitz on 
Sunday. The train dashed into the midst of 
a large crowd, killing, cutting and hurling 
the people right and left. Most of the victims 
belong to the artisan class. After the acci- 
dent the railway was found covered for a hun- 
dred yards with the bodies shockingly muti- 
lated. Of a family of five persons only one 
escaped. A sailorand a woman were decapi- 
tated. Thdéngine was covéred wi'h. pieces 
of flesh. bones and rags, and drenched with 
blood. The engine driver was overcome by tive 
horrible sight. The remains were gathered 
by torchlight by ficemen and soldiers. The 
bodies were taken to the Berlin morgue. 

The fatal railroad disaster at Steglitz has 
long been apprehended. The government, 
af er its purchase of the Berlin and Potsdam 
rallway, asked the diet to vote a sum suffi- 
cient to alter and enlarge the depot at Steg 
litz. The minister of finance, in, his request 
therefor, stating that he was unable, under 
the existifg dangerous circumstances, to 
undertake the responsibility for the lives of 
the great numberof passengers which were 
constantly imperilled, if the grant sought to 
be obtained was refused. A vote was taken 
upon this request by the diet and it was re- 
jected. The reactionary . press throw the 
blame for the accident upon the national 
liberals in the diet, they having refused to 
vore upon the question. The emperor has 
ordered a committee to make rigid inquiries 
into the causes of the accident. 


THE CHIN&®SE WAR. 


Crossing the Tonquin Frontier in fearch of the 
: French. 

Lonpon, September 4.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Hong Kong, dated to-day, states 
that 1,700 troops from Shanghai on their way 
toCanton, passed throngh Hong Kong to-day. 
More troops afe arriving from Shanghai. A 
dispatch to the Standard from Hong Kong, 
dated to day, states that the 15,000 troops that 
crossed the line at Mang Kai yesterday have 
entered Tonquin territory and are stated to 
be marching ip the’ direction of Haidnong, 
where two French companies are stationed. 
The missionaries have fled from the stations 
on the route taken by the Chinese troops. 
Two Annamite converts have been killed. 
Mang Kai, where the Chinese troops crossed, 
is a seaport on the frontier lines. 

Lonpon, September 4.—The Standard’s dis- 
patch from Hong Kong states that 4,000 Chi- 
nese troops stationed at Pakoi,bave been order- 
ed to the frontier. The Annamites still threat- 
en Namdink. There is much excitement in 
Hong Kong consequent upon the receipt of 
news thére that tue Chinese troops are cross- 
ing at Mang Kai. This news, if confirmed, 
means that China has accepted the gage that 
France has thrown down, and that war is in- 
evitable. 

FRENCH PREPARATIONS, 

Paris. September 4.—A cabinet meeting 
was held to-day at which Prime Minister 
Ferry presided. After consultation the cabi- 
net decided to send large reinforcements to 
Tonquin, consisting of tioops from Algeria 
and the foreign legion. s :

They confessed their guilt, inform- 
ing the officers that they stole the body 
for the purpose of securing the 
bones of one arm, which they 
used in carrying on their profession. as conju- 
rers. When the news of the robbery and ar 
rest became known, a crowd of 150 men as- 
sembled and requested the sheriff to turn 
over the prisoner. The request was refused.

removal of Capta'n’ John Frey, inspector of 
thé Atlanta division, was announced later in 
the day. : 

Ever since the removal of Postmaster Con- 
ley the people of Atlanta‘have been prepared 
for the reception of any developments con- 
cerning the Atlanta yranch of the postal 
service, and the intelligence of Captain Frey’s 
removal was not woven into even a second 
rate sensation, 

WHY ME WAS REMOVED, 

The causes for the removal of Captain Frey 
are not known in Atlanta. There are those 
who assert he has not been removed but that 
he has of his free will resigned the place. 
However, there are intimation that the gen- 
tieman was removed because there were 
charges ofa serious character avainst him. 
For the past seven years Captain Frev has 


been inspector forthe Atlanta division. The 
division is composed of the _ states of 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 


Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee and Florida. 
The headquarters of the division isin Atlanta 
and here Captain Frey is well known, It is 
charged by the department that Captain Frey 
has been in the habit of keeping in his hands 
for months. ata time and failing to report 
funds which had been sentin registered pack- 
ages and been reclaimed after having gone 
astray by himor his subordinates, who turned 
them over to him. Some time ago Mr. Frey 


was ordered to turn overall such funds in his + 


possession and report the date at which each 
separate amount came into his hands. It is 
understood that he paid over the money, but 
has failed to make the required report. Other 
information has, however, been obtained, 
which, it is said; segms to show concln- 
sively that some of the money recently paid 
in by Mr. Frey had been in his hands more 
than a year. . 

By some Captain Frey’s remoyal is presumed 
to be the work of Mr. Sharp, who brought 
about the revolutions in the Atlanta post- 
ottice, and who, by the resignation of Colonel 
Parker, becomes, the chief inspector. Mr. 
Sharp bears a high reputation.as an energetic. 
and faithful officer, and as a man of unblem- 
ished character, firm integrity, sound judg- 
ment and excellent executive ability. He 
has made an extremely favorable impression 
upon Postmaster General Gresham, who has 
the utmost confidence in him. Captain Frey 
has been long and favorably known in At- 
lanta, and his retirement is regretted by his 
friends. By his resignation the department 
loses an accomplished and successful officer.

ROACH’S EVIDENCE, 


Emp'\oys Three Thousand Wen—Tramping in the 
West— . rades Unstone, 

New York, September 4.—Jphn Roach, the 
ship builder, was examined as a witness to- 
day by the sub committee of the senate com- 
mitiee on- education, and labor now investi- 
gating the relations between capital and la- 
bor. 
who were ‘engaged in about thirty different 
branchesof work. The pay roll in his business 
last year amounted to $L 587,000. In his ship 
yard at Chester over 4,500 men were empioy 
ed, whose wages averaged two dollars and 
nineteen cents per day. Two hundred and 
eighty seven of these men owned their own 
houses, tne value of which ranged from $1,200 
to $5,000. He did not think there’ was 
any. reason why any indus- 
trious man could not own his own home, 
On the other hand, he knew many who were 
in poverty who had had it in their power to 
become independent. He (witness) had be- 
gun to work at twelve shillings per week, 
and many a time, in order 
to pay his board, he had 
watched for the opportunity to work over 
time. At one time he was a tramp on the 
prairies of Illinois, without a dollar in his 
pocket. Since be began work the condition 
ol workingmen had gradually improved, and 
the bours of labor had been reduced. He be- 
lieved the government was bound to 
legislate in the interest of the workingman, 
Labor must co-operate with capital. It 
would never do for labor to combine against 
capital. He was not opposed to trade unions, 
and would oot deny employment toa man 
because he belonged to trade unions. He 
allowed his men toamuse themselves with 
a trades union just as with their religion 6r 
their politics, but he would never allow any 
combination of men to run, his shop. His 
employes must treat with bim individually. 

PREE SHIPS. 

On the question of free ships, Mr. Roach 
testified at some length. Ile said the subject 
of labor in this country Was intimately con 
nected with that .of ‘‘free ships.’’ 
Britain, he said, had fostered its own ship 
building industry ‘by starting in this coun- 
try the cry for more ships. If the shipping 
industry in this country could not sup- 


port itself, he thought, the gov- 
ernment should rome to its as- 
sistance. The cause of 8the decay of Ameri- 


can sbipping was that the English people 
had obtained a monopoly of*the ship build- 
ing. Great Britian had:obtained this great 
monopoly by holding out such inducements 
to ship builders-in the way of dividends and 
subsidies that the latter were able to build 
ships cheaper than any one else. The United 
S-ateg, he said. could have as many ships on 
the ocean to day as Great Britain, if it were 
not for the difference of the tirst cost of the 
ships, 95 per cent of which was labor.

FARMER'S HiGh SCHOOL GrouNps, September 
3.—Atacall meeting of the citizens of thesur- 
reunding country I 8S. Harris was requested 
to act as chairman a gd A. H, Kirby as secre- 
tary. ProfessorS Jones stated the object of 
the meeting and wilered the tollowing resolu- 
tions which were unanimously adopted. 

W hereas, some person or persons unknown 
to us did, on Saturday night lasi, the lst of 
September, 1853, wilfully and maliciously set 
tire and burn to the ground Farmer’s high 
schoo! building, situated ‘in Liberty Hill dis- 
trict, Heard county, Ga., thereby depriving 
the people in the vicinity of the same‘of a sult- 
able house in which toeducate their children: 
and whereas, said burning hus caused a finan- 
cial joss in private property to 8. Jones, prin- 
cipal of said school, to the amount ot $150, 
and to the citizens and patrons, the value of 
said building, which is estimated at $600, and 
books belonging to pupils .to the value of 
$60; and, 

Whereas, on Wednesday night. last, the 
29th of August, 1883, the same person or dif- 
ferent person did wilifully and maliciously 
set fire and burn River Bend high school, in 
Pool’s Mill disirict, Troup county, Ga,, the 
same beingeabout ove anda half miles from 
Farmers’ high school, thereby depriving the 
people in that vicinity of a bouse suitable for 
educating their children, and causing a finan- 
cial loss to them of about three hundred dol 
lars, therefore, be it, by us the people of said 
neighborhood and those adjoining, in conyen 
tion assembled, 

Resolved, That we pronounce such acts as 
villainous, demonlike and outrageous upon a 
civilizedand enlightened people, and that we 
consider no punishment too severe for the 
perpetrators of such acts, and so long as such 
person may be in our midst, we feel that all 
property, private or public,'and even that the 
lives of ourselyes, wives and children are un- 
safe, : 

Second, We pledge ourselves todo all in 
our power, and request people everywhere to 
assist us in detecting the authors of said burn- 
ings and bring them to justice. 

Third, That in order to induce action and 
the aid of people to secure the person Or per- 
sons, the auNhors of said burnings, with suf- 
heient evidence to convict the same, for 
Farmer's high school, we promise a reward of 
three hundred and twenty five ‘dollars, and 
River Bend high school. one bundred and 
seventy-five doliars, making in all the sum of 
five bundred dollars.

contempcrary, ‘‘is by no means: as. vicious as 
the city one, but, none the less, 
he often does more mischief, And 
the reason is obvious; there is no police 
force to restrain him. He is the creature 
of prejudice, and the child of ignorance. 
Hence itis that from timetotime, though 
by no means frequently, as some northern 
journals would have people understand, out- 
rages are committed against the persons and 
property of negroes. Rowdyism at the south 
has deyelo}-ed in this direction more than ‘in 
any other. There are ignorant, pig-headed, 
aud lazy men in our section, who, not thriy- 
ing themselves, are jealous and angry ifa 
necro has the assurance to doso. The number 
ef these men is small, compared to the ‘bulk 
of our population, but they do us an infinite 
amount of mischief. Every act of dis- 
order and _ violence at the -.south is 
heralded all over the land.

VOLCANOES AND EARTHQUAKES. 
We have heretofore briefly mentioned the 


accpted theory of internal disturbances; but 
as the subject has acquired a deep interest on 
account of the Java cataclysm, it may be well 
to goover the ground again. The theery has 
been extended, it is claimed, to suit all known 
cases, and it is at least the most plausible that 
the scientists have to offer us as a nervine. in 
the face of such disasters as those of Ischia 
and Java. 

The earth, they tell us, is a ball of molten 
matter at white heat, with acrust. The mol- 
ten matter nearest us is gradually cooling, 
the heat being the gréatest atthe center. As 
the outer part of this seething masy is hard- 
ened it con'racts, and cracks appear, and per- 
haps quakes result. It is a cooling process on 
an immense scale, but no unusual disturbance 
takes place as arule unless the crack extends 
to the:surface. and none in that event unless 
the crack is opened under the sea or a lake or 


a considerable river. If a body .of 

water passes down through the

crack to tbe internal fires, then 


indeed there is trou le in store for somebody. 
The water becomes steam of the most expan- 
sive kind, and yeni it must have if it has to 
splic the world asunder. It finds vent, how- 
ever, a8 arule in the existing craters, but if a 
crater is not at hand, or the crater or craters 
have not throat capacity: to suit the exigen- 
cies of the octasion,a new ventis made where 
the crust that we tread upon and so highly 
prize isthe thinnest. A new crater is then 
formed, and a new mountain of debris begins 
to accumulate. A little water near a volcano 
would suffice toset it at work again, whereas 
a great leak would be necessary to create a

ing all the dreadful phenomena that tbe 


people of Java witnessed through two whole 
Ifa mountain falls in, the 
existing vent may be closed, and then a new 
one must be created to afford the great fur- 
nace the relief it must have before its eg ui- 
librium can be restored, | 
Sometimes, say the scientists, the water 
does not reach the molten mass. It goes 
down to a point of great heat, where it is 
stopped by an immense mass of rock. The 
heat turns it into steam, and it re. 
turns through the fissure, and we have a gey- 
ser. It may go down in small quantities to 
the regions of fire, in which case we havea 
quiet volcane that is Very persistent, but 
never becomes obstreperous. We need not 
enumerate the variations that nature in her 
vengeful moods is capable of. The scientists 
claim that no earthquake or volcanic disturb- 
ance has disproved their theory,‘and so long 
as we have no better to offer, we are expected 
to accept their dictum as thatof men to whom

The DPlseaster tothe Shippleg Along The New Founds 
‘and Ceaat. 

St. Jouns, N. F., September 4.—Dispatches 
were received from St. Pierre this morning 
giving fresh intelligence of the late disaster 
on the grand banks resulting from the cyclone 
of Sunday August 26.h, and the storm on 
Thursday following. Between forty-five 
and fifty of the French banking fleat have 
arrived inthe rosdsof St. Pierre, in a shat- 
tered condition. Their cable chains,anchors, 
batteaux, dories and lines were all swept 
away. The loss of life was very great. One

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OUR DRINKABLE WATER. 


Some Startiing Assertions trom a High Lecal Medica! 
Seurce 

In the editorial article of the delayed Au- 
gust number of .the Atianta Medical Register 
are contained some startling and important 
disclosures concerning certain of the common 
sources of supply of drinking water in the 
central portion of the city. 

The article we conclude is from the pen 
of the eminent editor, Dr. J. H. Logan. 
He states that he has eXam- 
ined, microscopically and chemically, anum 
ber of the privateand public wells of the city. 
He takes the well of Mr. McNaug it, at the 
southern end of, Washington street, as one of 
his standards of purity of water in the city 
weils. 

He then states that ‘the water of the old 
city ball well is not only palpatable, despite 
the irony taste from the pump, but is spark- 
ling and perfectly pure from any organic con- 
tamination.”’ This 1s the highest possible es- 
timate that could be placed upon that water. 

He then refers to the famous well on Dr. 
Boring’s loton Forsyth street. Of this he 
says “it is rapidly becoming contaminated by 
the accumulating organic matter of this now 
crowded district of the city. There is nota 

ticle of reason why it should escape the 
ate of others not far from it, that have been 
long abandoned because of their pollution.” 
And he adds that‘‘it is only less suspicious 
than the worst wells examined in the city.”’ 

In speaking of the well at No. 112 Decatur 
street, he says ‘‘its water is more impure than 
that of the Boring well,’ and,mentions chem- 
ical revelations which show that it is dan- 
gerously affected by sewer contaminations.”’ 

The Markham house well is deciared to be 
“only not so —— as the well on Broad 
street,’ and the Broad street well, south of 
Alabama street, the most eonstantly 
used well in Atlanta, is  de- 
clared tu be ‘‘the most Viliated in the city.”’ 
Indeed, ic is stated that if the well at the city 
hall be ranked atOthen the Broad street 
well will list at 4, or be four times more dan- 
gerous as a drinking place than the city hall 
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The writer ranks the main wells in the cen- 
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ter of the city as follows: Boring’s, Markham 
house, Decatur street and, Broad: street, the 
first named being the least and 
the last named the most 
contaminated as compared with the substan- 
tial purity of the McNaught and city hall 
VW é i S.

The negro’s name was Pulliam, and he is the 
keeper of a res'aurant in the basement of the 
Ryan building, at the corner of Whitehall 
and Mitchell streets, while his white adver- 
sary wasa Mr. Moore. The particulars of the 
row, which ended disastrously to the 
negro, are meagre, as Mr. Moore 
has kept himself scarce since the affair oc- 
curred and as the negro is coufined to his bed 
by the wound which he received, neverthe- 
less it is ascertained by spectators. that 
Puiliam approached Moore and after a short 
conversation called Moore a liar. Mr. Moore 
instansly struck Pulliam whereupon Pul- 
liam attempted to strike Mr. Moore. 
Mr. Moore then drew his knife 
and rushing upon the negro drove the blade 
intothe rightside of his neck making an 
ugly and deep wound which bled profusely.

The Georgia Delegation te Loulaville Must Take Baek 
Mtreet Accommodation. 

When Pledger and his compatriots, by dint 
of threats and persuasion, induced the late 
colored convention, by a vote of one, to send 
a delegation to the Louisville Fred Douglass 
convention, it was generally unierstood that 
they would demand equal accommodations 
from the hotels in Louisville. The decision 
of acourtein the district of Columbia, that 
colored men were entitled, under the civil 
rights bill, to claim accommodations in al] 
public places, inspired the Georgia delegates 
withthe thought that the days of the social 
millenium had come, and that when the 
Louisville convention met, Pledger, Douglass, 
and the other off-colored patriots would pose 
their figures as among the most honored 
guests of the Galt house, An 
intimation of what the average colored Geor 
gian was looking forward to reached Louis- 
ville, a dispatch from that city stating, ‘The 
Georgia delegates have formally announced 
their determination to demand admittance to 
the hotels, and to insist on first class accom- 
modations.’’ The dispatch goes on to say 
that ‘‘the managers of our principal hotels 
have been interviewed on the subject, and 
say that they will not admit them as guests at 
all. Asthe rooms of these hotels are now 
full, and will continue to be in demand dur- 
ing the session of the convention, there is no 
probability that in a suit for damages under 
the civil rizhts billa case against any of the 
hotel proprietors can be made out. They are 
now every day refusing applicants whom they 
would like to entertain, but cannot, and they 
say there is no reason why they should not 
refuse applicants whom they do not want.’ 
It is evident from this that the colored dele- 
gate will have to be satisfied With such ac- 
commodations as his own color ‘can provide 
for him.
